Howard was quoted as stating 
that five million cases of liquor, 
passed through Georgia’s State 
liquor warehouses. The State alco- 
hol control unit reported that only 
874,842 cases cleared through State 
warehouses in 1947. Informed of 
this difference of figures, Howard 
said that “a lot of liquor is being 
sold by retailers which doesn’t 
clear through State warehouses.” 

He claimed Georgia retailers 
“make gross profits of $200,000,000 
a year,” and that the average At- 
lanta retailer clears $50,000 an- 
nually. 

The State Tax Revision Com- 
mittee survey shows that Alabama 
made a net profit of only $14,499,- 
105 from operating State liquor 
stores last year and that Michigan 
made $37,000,000 from State stores. 
Howard expressed the belief Geor- 
gia’s profit would be $75,000,000. 
From this he would deduct operat- 
ing expenses and State taxes and 
show a net profit of $45,000,000. 

Thrasher, who has contended 
Georgia is getting practically as 
much revenue from its high ware- 
house fee ($3 a gallon in addition 
to $1 a gallon regular tax) as 
other states get from State operat- 
ed stores, said he would be inter- 
ested in seeing Howard’s figures.

Rabbi Wise, 
U.S. Voice 
Of Israel, Dies 


NEW YORK—(#)—Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise, world-renowned Jewish 
leader who fought for half a cen- 
tury to make the world a better 
place to live for Jew and gentile 
alike, died yesterday. 

He celebrated his 75th birthday 
anniversary last March 17. 


The end came at Lenox Hill Hos- 
pital, with his family grouped 
about his bedside. 

He entered the hospital early 
this month for an operation for 
what the hospital called a “malig- 
nant stomach ailment.” 

Dr. Wise had been gravely ill 
since last Saturday. 

He died without realizing his 
last, fond wish. He keenly want- 
ed to visit the new nation of Israel. 
He had spent a lifetime working 
for its establishment. 


Dr. Wise was President of the 
American Jewish Congress and the 
World Jewish Congress. 

His many titles, in and out of 

his own religion, meant less to the 
tall, rugged Rabbi than did his 
ideals—which were many and cov- 
ered a broad field of social 
progress. 
The late President Roosevelt 
called him outstanding in the 
world for his fight for “the op 
pressed and underprivileged.” 

Dr. Wise might have selected a 
quiet, prosperous career within his 
religion. He spurned it, however, 
to retain his freedom to preach the 
liberal views he held. 

He was belovéd by many faiths 
outside his own. But he

DONORA, Pa. —(#) — Hoarse 
complaints of sore throats and 
lack of breath yesterday followed 
the start of a four-day test of 
smoke conditions similar to those 
c* last October’s fatal smog. 

Opinion was almost unanimous 
in Webster—across the Mononga- 
hela River from Donora—that the 
current effort to duplicate indus- 
trial conditions of last October’s 
tragedy was succeeding “too well.” 

Abe Celapino, restaurant owner 
and President of the Webster So- 
ciety for Better Living, which ar- 
ranged the four-day test with the 
U. S. Public Health Service, said: 

“T’ve had at least 50 calls from 
persons complaining of sore throats 
and short-windedness.”

Allies ‘No’ 
Russia on 
Berlin Plan 


LONDON—(UP)—The Western 
Allies have rebuffed Russian feel- 
ers on the possibility of an agree- 
ment to end the economic blockade 
of Berlin, diplomatic quarters re- 
ported yesterday.

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some Disturbing School Facts 


Georgia desperately needs more money 
for its schools. 
_ But, already it safely may be said that 
the most fortunate thing that has hap- 
pened for the schools and for the State 


was the overwhelming defeat of the re- 


cent referendum. 

We don’t need a special session. Not 
now, at any rate. 

We must not have it until we know 
our problem. It won’t take long to know it. 

The reports begin to come in of rural 
counties with many high schools. Some 
of them are drawing as much as $140 per 
pupil from the State—just to keep open 
an inefficient high school to maintain lo- 
cal pride and politics. Some counties have 
as many as 10 and 15 high schools. School 
busses would save money and reduce the 
high schools at least in half. 

There must be at least several hun- 
dred high schools which could be closed 
by consolidation. 

Will local pride in local school districts 
prove greater than pride in giving their 
children a full chance? Will local pride 
and local politics prove strong enough to 
keep the children in poorly taught and 
equipped schools when a _ consolidated 
school would give them first-rate teaching? 

We urge upon the School Board of the 
State, and upon the State school officials, 
that they give serious study to the prob- 
lem. 

The problem of the Negro schools, soon 
to be in Federal courts in all Southern 
States, is even ‘more reprehensible. Near 
Atlanta is a rural county which has more 
than 20 Negro high schools. Not one build- 
ing is fit to serve as a school and to have 
over it the flag of Georgia and of the 
United States. A half dozen school busses 
would reduce the number of these schools 
to at least five and would save money. 

In nearby DeKalb County the county 


school board saw the financial facts. That 
board put on three Negro school busses 
and reduced, by that one stroke, the num- 
ber of Negro schools from 21 to 11 with 
consequent saving of money. 

To a somewhat less degree the white 
school problem is the same. 

Why haven’t we been told these things? 

Why has the appeal, in the name of our 
children whom we love and for whom we 
wish great things, been merely “more’’? 
Why have we not had efficient manage- 
ment? 

Local prides and jealousies are largely 
to blame. We have been so blind we have 
kept many children in inferior schools 
just so we could say our community had 


a school building. But we also have not. 


had enough leadership from the top. 

You can’t build a chimney from the 
top down—that is an old saying. We have 
been trying to do that to the school sys- 
vem, by asking always for “more,” and do- 
ing nothing to build a foundation. It is 
no wonder our school system is about 
broken down. . 

We need more. This newspaper is will- 
ing and eager to fight for more money 
for schools. But the situation is so inef- 
ficient and so wasteful, so extravagantly 
wasteful in maintaining inefficient and 
unneeded schools at high overhead cost 
per pupil, that the conscience of the State 
will be shocked when it sees the whole 
picture. 

We believe the school board to be com- 
posed of sincere men and women eager to 
do the job. The board has never been 
given the whole picture—neither this board 
nor previous ones. 

Let us be honest with ourselves and, 
even more important with our children. 
Let’s do what is best for them—even if it 
means putting them ahead of our vanity 
and local pride. They deserve it.

A Dissertation 
On Education 


In the Spring of 1942 I sat through an average 
of five lectures per day for a period of two weeks 
at Harvard University. Admittedly, the lecturers 

were hand-picked and were all top men in their fields. 


It Was one of the finest and yet saddest experiences I have had. 


It was fine in that every day I could sit and hear—and make 
notes—as teachers with brilliant minds and records of achieve- 
ment in their fields talked out of their knowledge and experiences. 

It was sad in that every day and night I was made to realize 
that a man at Harvard could—if he was willing—obtain an educa- 
tion which was far superior to that which a man could obtain 
at any Southern university. At Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Michi- 


- gan, Wisconsin—to name those which to me seem to be doing 


the soundest work—a man can sit at the feet of a dozen great teach- 
ers to every one found at one of our average State universities. 


S kk It seemed to me that every man whom I heard talk 
par Ss sparked my mind. Many an evening I was so keyed. 
up by the brilliance of the lectures and the stimulation of thought 
it was difficult to go to sleep. Looking back at my years at Van- 
derbilt University I could recall only two professors who had ever 
stimulated me to think and read and make notes. One, oddly 
enough for me, was a biologist named Edwin Reinke. In prep 
school at McCallie, I recall chiefly Spencer McCallie, in history, 
and Clarence Rothwell Wilcox in English. (The latter has made 
a fine school at Darlington.) I hasten to admit that perhaps this 
was my own fault. Yet, if so, it was also my own “fault” that 
re and Wilcox excited and stimulated my mind, while others 
not. 


Pp In the years gone by I have had occasion to talk with a 
attern lot of college men and women. I find that the pat- 
tern is about the same—one or two professors stimulate their 
classes. The others are routine, even their names disappearing 
a as minds of their students within a few years after leaving 
school, 7 

I do not mean to say that a man at Harvard, Yale, Princeton, 
Wisconsin or Michigan is constantly in contact with exciting teach- 
ing. The undergraduates, at least, must encounter some pedantic 
Poloniuses as they go along. But it still is true’ that what a man 
can get there and what he can get at Vanderbilt or the University 
of Georgia, for example, is, so out of balance as to be dismaying 
in its implications. | 

This certainly is not the fault of the few really excellent men at 
Georgia and Vanderbilt—to continue their use as illustration— 
as it is not the fault of good men elsewhere. The point I am try- 
ing to make is that education in this country is too dependent 
on geography and income to allow those who think about it to 
be happy about the prospect. 


What ought an education do, anyhow? 
There are many pat answers. The two usually 


Education 
heard are: 

*To make a living,” and “To know how to live.” 

I don’t entirely go along with either. Both have an element of 
truth. I am not so sure an education should be the basic prepara- 
tion for making a diving. That, I believe, should be the function 
of specialization. 

It seems to me that an education should enable a man or woman 
to rationalize (explain) himself in terms of the pressures and life 
about him. To do this he or she must know some history, some 
economics, some literature and something of his country’s culture. 
His education ought to enable him or her to possess a perspective 
(the relation of parts to one another) on any current event— 
domestic, national, or international—which comes to him out of 
his radio, his Pewspaper, his magazine, the speakers he hears, or his 


own experiences. 


. One of the really frightening and dismaying facts of 
Dismay our present existence is that so many of our people— 
good, well-meaning persons—are not equipped so that they have 
this perspective, this ability to look at an event and say: “That 
will mean this to me.” That is why demagogues in our country and 
abroad have had success. I think we have narrowed meanings so 
much that education has come to mean merely preparation for 
making a living. Education ought really to enable a man to 
make more satisfactory use of what he earns in making a living. 


Uses An education, I think, must give a person a questioning, 
tions presented as facts and arrive at a personal conclusion. 

Well, what I really started out to do was write a sort of preamble 
to a discussion of Dr. Benjamin F. Wright, President-elect of Smith 
College, who has been visitng in Atlanta, and to say I thing he is 
a very sound man and that Smith College is lucky. It has been a 
generalization of mine that of the graduates of our major women’s 
colleges, those I have met from Smith and Bryn Mawr seemed to 
have an edge in what I conceive to be an education. I could be 
wrong. Anyhow, if you have a daughter ready for college and 
can get her in and can afford it, try prying her into Smith, with 
Wright as President.

Minimum Foundation included a cleverly worded section which wou ave made post-grad- 
eee et the greatest universities in the world ineligible to teach until they had taken- the ‘methods 
courses at some teachers’ college.) The Minimum Foundation Program was defeated, but unless the 
State Board of Education at today’s meeting drastically changes requirements which have been in 
effect for years, the “post-graduates of the world’s greatest universities” still will be required to have

teacher-training courses before they can qualify as degree teachers in Georgia. 


L. M. Lester, director of teacher certification 
for the State Department of Education, takes the 
view that a person with a postgraduate degree 
has taken the required courses in education if 
he planned to become a teacher. If he did not 
plan to teach, then he trained himself for some 
other field and he is not a teacher. Lester ob- 
serves that there are many persons with post- 
graduate degrees and plenty of “book-learning 
themselves, who are unable to teach others be- 
cause they don’t understand individuals, don’t 
know the community and are not trained in 
teaching methods. 


5 years ago the State Board launched 
2 program to improve teachers. The effects 
of this program cannot be seen unti] 1950 
—because that is the first year that students 
trained for teaching under the new policy 
will graduate and become teachers. 


Suppose you had been attending college for 
three years, taking. an elective course without 
any idea of what you wanted to do when you 
graduated. At the last minute, you decide you 
will be a teacher. So you rush into the College 


of Education and take 18 hours of this technical 


training and become a teacher. Would you be 
as good a teacher as the student who knew as a 
freshman he wanted to become a teacher and 


: spread his 18 hours of “methods” training over 


the four-year period along with his study of the 
classical courses he planned to teach? The State 
Board of Education three years ago thought not. 


So it “up-graded” its qualifications for 
teachers. It required colleges to plan their 
teacher-training programs and guide the stu- 
dents planned 


planning to teach are now following these 
planned programs. They will graduate in 
1950 and Georgia can see the following year 
whether or not that is a good program. 


The “up-grading” is entirely a matter of plan- 
ning curriculum. It doesn’t change the number 
of hours a student is required to take in “meth- 
ods” or classical studies. A degree teacher must 
have 120 hours of college work. Eighteen hours 
of these are in “methods.” Forty-two hours are 
in the “classical” or technical courses which the 
student plans to teach. The other 60 hours are 
general and personal educational fields, more or 
less electives. 

The Constitution editorial discussed the feud 
existing between the school of education and the 
liberal arts colleges, and referred to the charge 
made during the referendum campaign that the 
Minimum Foundation would force students away 
from liberal arts colleges and into the school 
of education. 


The Minimum Foundation was defeated; 
yet persons. who teach will still be required 
te take 18 hours of education “methods” 
training 


Should the Board of Education abandon the 
new “up-grading” method for teachers, persons 
who teach still would be required to take 18 
hours of education “methods” training—because 
that has been the requirement for many years. 
The Board could start an entirely new program, 
if it desired. 

But the professionals believe that when the 
“uy ” program begins to roll in 1950 they 
will be answering The Constitution’s call for

Senator George's New Line 


WASHINGTON—One of the most significant political phenomena 
in Washington has been concealed, until now, behind the closed 
doors of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee room. There 
Sen. Walter F. George, of Georgia, most influential of the Southern 
conservatives, has been hammering on Secretary of State Dean G. 
Acheson and other witnesses to secure an admission. 

He wants them to admit that a vote for the Atlantic Pact will 
not commit him to voting funds to implement the pact. This clear- 
ly implies that he means to oppose’ rearming Europe, if rearrning 
Europe is at all costly. 

In order to grasp the meaning of George’s new line, what he 
is doing now must be contrasted with what he has dong in the past. 
It was George, for instance, who participated in the negotiation 
of the British loan agreement; fought the then Secretary of the 
Treasury Fred Vinson because he thought the amount too small; 
and with Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, led the battle for 
the loan in the Senate. Until now, George has always gone along 
with every major foreign policy enactment. 


ae This has been of course, the Southern 
Southern Tradition conservative tradition. At the begin- 
ning of_the first Roosevelt administration, there was still a dis- 
cernible difference between right-wing Southerners and right-wing 
Northerners, even on domestic issues. Men like Pat Harrison, of 
Mississippi, and the gigantic, powerful Joseph T. Robinson, of 
Arkansas, might be deeply conservative at heart. But theirs was 
a planter conservatism with more than a trace of the old-fashioned 
agrarian Populist detestation of Wall Street. Hence their willing- 
ness to follow Franklin Roosevelt in the early New Deal years. 


George’s line of questioning in the Foreign Relations Committee 
signifies an important new development. On issues of foreign 
policy, as well as on issues of domestic policy, the right-wing South- 
erners of the Democratic Party are now joining hands with the 
right-wing Northerners of the Republican Party. 


. The new alliance will play a major role in this 
New Alliance . session of Congress, which must face the fact 
that we can no longer finance our foreign policy out of surplus. 
The existence of the alliance was revealed in the vote on Sen. 
Robert A. Taft’s amendment of the ECA bill, cutting the European 
Recovery authorization by 10 perceht. Among the surprisingly 
small band of 23 faithful. mustered by Sen. Taft, there appeared 
George, Byrd, Russell, of Georgia; Ellender, of Louisiana; Holland, 
of Florida; Johnson, of South Carolina, and McClellan, of Arkansas. 


Perhaps the clue to the presence on Taft’s side of this ma- 
jority of the more right-wing Southerners can be found in the 
absence of one of their closest collaborators. Sen. James O. East- 
land, of Mississippi, certainly deserves to rank, in sheer violence 
of reaction and obstinacy of obscurantism, with fhe most extreme 
Dixiecrats. But Mississippi is the last Southern State that pre- 
serves a predominantly planter economy. The Cotton Council op- 
posed the Taft amendment, and so did Eastland. 

By contrast, the other Southerners above listed come from 
States where the political oligarchy has been more or less heavily 
infiltrated by large business and large industry. Moreover, the 
South is one of the two strongholds of the most reactionary ele 
ment in the American business world—the other, of course, is in 
certain areas of the Midwest. And what has caused the sudden 
switchover of the right-wing Southerners to the new isolationism 
is extremely simple and obvious. 


They talk about “preserving the soundness 
Counterbalance of the American economy.” But what 
frankly mean is that they do not wish to raise taxes in . 
pay for American security in this troubled world, or for any 


purpose.

There must be two dozen radio stations in 
Buenos Aires, but for the most part their fare 
is monotonously uniform and, to the North Amer- 
ican ear, at any rate, objectionably overly rhumba- 
rized. Admittedly, there is a blessed dearth of 
soap operas but the Argentine radio has an even 
more irritating infliction. Regularly, at frequent 
intervals, every station begins the simultaneous 
broadcast of government “news releases.” One 
has the option to listen or to turn off the radio. 
There are no alternative programs. 


There is one station which, with the excep- 
tion of the time it is forced to devote to such 
official as well as the conventional type commer- 
cials, builds the bulk of its programs about the 
old friend of whom I spoke. It plays only Bing 
Crosby records. 

That’s why, once I made the discovery, the 
hours weren’t quite so long nor the days so 
miserable. For always, onee I located him there 
between the orating politicos and the singing 
gauchos, there was a familiar voice, singing songs 
I knew in a language I understood. 

They were old songs, to be sure, going all the 
way back to “I Wonder What’s Become of Sally” 
and “Kiss Me Again” and “Jada, Jada, Jing-Jing- 
Jing.” But the old songs are the best songs, if 
only for the memories they bring, and Bing took 
me back, there in the Hospital Britanico, to more 
pleasant scenes and times. It’s funny how a 
voice out of a tiny portable radio, competing 
with the recurring static of an X-ray machine, 
can transport you across the miles and the years. 
And it’s remarkable the comfort there’s in it. 

The bobby-soxers can have their Comos and 
Sinatras. Paunched and balding though he’s get- 
ting, Bing’s my boy and always will be.

Editor Constitution: I am writing this letter 
on behalf of Georgia 4-H Club members and the 
Agricultural Extension Service to express our 
sincere appreciation to you and your great paper 
for your continued interest and support in 4-H 
Club work in this State. You have had a big 
part in building the Georgia 4-H Club program. 
One that grows larger each year, not only in 
number of members, but in its service to the State 
and its development of rural] boys and girls. 

The following are some of the reasons I think 
4-H Club work has had such sound growth during 
the past 40 years: 

First, it is a voluntary organization. A boy or 
girl may join any day they wish and drop out 
at any time they may desire. They can carry 
as many farm and home projects as they wish. 
Since the program is voluntary, it requires the 
efforts of the county agent and home demonstra- 
tion agents and advisers’ time to make the pro- 
gram interesting to maintain the interest of 
117,694 members. 

Second, 4-H Club work offers an opportunity 
for achievement on the part of its individual 
members. Achievement in producing an acre of 
cotton or corn, or other farm crops, breeding of 
beef cattle, caring for dairy animals or making a 
dress, baking a cake, sewing and so forth. There 
are many ways in which these young people have 
the opportunity of bettering themselves. 

Third, 4-H Club work offers recognition and 
here is where the newspaper, radio and business 
organizations play such an important role in 
offering recognition to the boys and girls in 4-H 
who perform outstanding work. 

Fourth, 4-H Club work provides an opportuni- 
ty for its members to earn and learn at the same 
time. Many of the projects carried out by 4H 
members have helped the individual member to 
achieve ownership of a farm, or to set aside suffi- 
cient funds to take care of his or her college 
education, or start a business.

I do not feel my- 
self to be something short of a physician. I am 
a nurse. I am not a second-rate doctor nor do 
I attempt or desire to perform the functions of a 
doctor. I am educated to function as a member 
of a professional group separate from but cap- 
able of working with the medical profession. 


My interest in patient care is not any less 
than that of my fellow nurses educated in three- 
year schools of nursing. My experience has not 
been limited to supervisory work, but has been 
largely that of a general staff nurse giving the 
bedside nursing care to hospital patients for 
which my basic course prepared me. 

Indeed, I agree that it would be sad were our 
nursing school faculties “selected for training 
school instructorship on a basis of education 
alone.” I feel, however, that it would be equally 


as sad were our patients under the care of ° 


nurses who had been taught by poorly educated 
teachers. The good teacher in the nursing 
school is like the good teacher in general educa- 
tion, aware of the learning needs and capacities 
of her students. Neither education nor experience 
alone is enough to assure the best teacher. The 
instructor must have a sound basis in both. 
Nursing is atéempting to better the quality of 
educational opportunities for the student nurse. 
It is the desire of the leaders in nursing that 
steps be kept with other professional groups in 
making progressive changes in the curricula. 
Clearly such progress in nursing will result in 
better educated nurses who can and will give 
better patient care—in nurses who can help in the 
promotion of a healthier community.

And so, apparently, are things growing lowered by 


all over America, including the Agriculture 
Department’s farm subsidy bill. There are 
so many potatoes still that we continue to 
pay $1,000,000 per day to hold up their price. 
The Government is buying butter by the 
carload; eggs by the millions of dozen. Soon, 
says the worried Secretary of Agriculture 
Charlie Brannan, he’s got to get out his 
checkbook in an attempt to hold up the 
price of pork. 


The official crop forecasters have completed 
their first survey on wheat, the crop of which 
‘they now expect will be the second greatest in 
history. The bins already are bulging with 
last year’s grain and here—according to the 
gents with the slide rules and the moisture 
measures—we're about to produce about twice as 
much wheat as we can eat. What to do? Build 
more elevators to hold more wheat? Make the 
farmers quit planting so much? Ship it abroad? 


Brannan and Company can point out 
what's wrong with each of these ideas. The 
more wheat in storage, the more taxpayers’ 
dollars will be tied up in crop loans. The 
mere suggestion that farmers be forced under 
law to turn some of their wheat fields into 
pastures makes them see red, and you can’t 
blame them for that. As for shipping the 
grain to Europe, the folks over there don’t 


All these things indicate that our crop- 
support system will reach a crisis in a few 
_more months. The question simply is this: 
Does the Government have enough dollars 
this year to support farmers’ prices in the 
fashion to which they have become accus- 
tomed? Many a speculator doubts it. . Even 
now some grain futures are selling at less 
than the Government’s official support price. 
If Washington pays off according to present 
schedule, the fellows who have bet it won’t 
will lose a pretty penny. 


The fundamental trouble seems to be that we 
farmers are too all-fired efficient. Making two 
blades of grass grow where one grew before. 


| We’re chopping out weeds with chemicals; just 


sprinkle the stuff from a shaker can. We’re kill- 
ing bugs with an assortment of newfangled goos, 
thus making the tomatoes fatter, the cream 
richer and the corn kernels thicker. 

You may have noticed I said we farmers. That 
is not strictly accurate. Doesn’t include Othman. 

I’m 
trying to hinder Mrs. Nature as much as pos- 
sible. I’m refusing to plant Hank Wallace’s 
double-rich hybrid corn.

Sees Danger in German Cartel Policy 


WASHINGTON—There’s been a tendency, in reaction to the agreement among the United States, 
Great Britain and France for a new Western German government, to emphasize the protests of the 
Germans against this arrangement and to go on from there and point out that it is not too hard 


on the Germans, a defensive sort of psychology. 


This is, indeed, a queer sort of attitude to- 
ward a nation about which most of us so few 
years ago had no reason to fee] kindly. The path 
to Berlin, after all, was strewn with the bodies 
‘ of American boys who thought they knew what 
they were fighting against. At least we told them 
they were fighting a system devised by a ring of 
powerful financiers and industrialists who picked 
the dynamic demagogue Adolf Hitler as their 
stooge, used him for their purposes, appropriated 
to themselves the German military machine which 
they fitted out for war, and exploited the German 
people to spread their system all over Europe and, 
if possible, all over the world. They looted Ev- 
rope for their own private empire. 

We called the system Fascism. In Germany it 
went by the name of Naziism. We should not for- 
get all that. 


Our purpose, after we won the war, was 
to see that this system never rose again. To 
this end our aim was to inculcate the demo-

This was on recommenda- 
tion of a special committee of big American in- 
dustrialists, some of whom have interests in Ger- 
many. 


All this was, ostensibly, to rebuild a 
“strong Germany” as a bulwark to Russia. At 
least that is the excuse under which the old 
system is being restored in Germany, just as

Some persons warned of the possibility that 
once a “strong Germany” existed there is no guar- 
antee that the old gang would not make a deal

The Savannah Electric and Pow- 
er Company yesterday won the 
right to increase charges for rural 
power line extensfons from $9 to 
$15 per month per mile.

More than 500 firemen are taking a three-day course 


here—learing new methods of 


fighting every type fire from 


a small basement blaze to an inferno like the recent St. An- 


thony’s Hospital holocaust. 

They insist the modern fire- 
fighter has “given up checker 
playing for studying.” 

“We don’t have time for games,” 
averred Capt. C. H. Hildebrand, 
an instructor from Fire Station 8. 
“It takes most of our time to keep 
up with all the new methods.” 

Firemen are here from five 
Southeastern States — Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee and 
South Carolina—attending lectures 
on such complex subjects as hy- 
draulics and taking part in simu- 
lated disasters. 

Firemen played “victims” yes- 
terday and were lowered by rope 
and “life bags” from a fifth-floor 
window. 

“It’s not bad,” said W. J. Jen- 
kins, after swinging down on a 
rope tied to a “bowline on bight’’ 
knot. “But it’s a little rough on 
the arms.” 

Dummies were dropped in a life 
net—and firemen hoisting the net 
were taught the best ways to stand, 


move and use their elbows. 


Chief C. C. Davis, Chief of Train- 
ing for the Atlanta Fire Depart- 
ment, pointed out that men hold-

Women 
struggled for that privilege; they 
served jail sentences and went on 
hunger strikes for the cause.

Clubwomen in 1898 were seek- 
ing admission of women to the 
Textile Department of the Georgia 
School of Technology and to the 
University of Georgia. In 1931, 
by law, women were admitted to 
all branches of the University of 
Georgia, and the same year in- 
augurated traveling libraries. 


In 1899 a committee was ap-| 
pointed to study the Child Labor | 
Bill pending in the Legislature. 
The pen signing the bill was pre- 
sented by the Governor to the 
Georgia Federation. The Child 
Labor Bill was passed in 1925, 
strengthened and amended in 1946. 

These are only a few examples 
of clubwomen’s consistent and ac- 
tive support of legislation through 
the years.

Club Women of 1500 
Blazed Brave Trail

I suppose it is true that each age begets its 

own champions, but looking through the musty 

files of the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 

the phrase keeps coming back: “And there were giants in the earth 
in those days... . 


It may be simply familiarity in another of ‘its old guises, cloak- 
ing the sight of greatness in our times, but I do not see today’s 
leaders, good as they are and challenging, as quite the kind of 


women who burst from the restraining chrysalis of the family at | 


the turn of the century and found their public voice. 


Perhaps we are jaded with sound and fury now, and blinded 
by overwhelming events, but it does not seem we have any new 
leaders coming along like, say, Mrs. John K. Ottley with her bril- 
liant, laughing poniard poised’ to strike directly at the heart of 
the matter. 


It was an amazing thing, the sudden evolution of organized 
women, who sprang, in the early 1900s, like the goddess Minerva, 
full-armed from the head of Jove. 


Wrapping their dusters around them, they sailed into prejudice, 
politics, labor, human relations, education, public institutional care, 
gathering thousands and thousands of novitiates into their widen- 
ing circle of feminists, as the cause became more and more 
articulate. 


No era in human development has seen quite the same spec: 
tacle ... the awakening and arising of the power of women as 
potential ‘voters and responsible citizens. 


There was the gallant picture df women urging the establish- 
ment of a Juvenile Court, laced tightly into their modest gowns, 
standing in the Assembly halls waiting to buttonhole legislators 
until the weaker ones fainted and fell to the floor, only to be re- 
vived and take their stand once more to do their potent lobbying! 


And the funny memory of the same group, calling upon a wry 
judge to petition his assistance in their cause, with 24 children 
in their wake. The judge, you see, had remarked acidly that they 
were obviously childless and hence unable to plead ‘the cause of 
children. A brood of 24 offspring proved him false. 


It was about that time, or a little earlier, that the late Clark 


Howell and Miss Isma Dooly, publisher and women’s editor of The | 


Constitution, decided these women were people to back. 

Their decision to offer them space as their official news organ 
made newspaper history, and for years it was practically the only 
news for and about women to appear in a Southern newspaper. 

An alliance of half a century is a valuable friendship, and The 
Constitution treasures it.

Contacts with’ clubwomen| 
having their fixed determination trained on making their communi-| 
ties and State progress with the times, brought the realization that 
the privilege was mine to know, to mingle with, to enjoy and to 
serve women living in every section of Georgia.

It was indeed gratifying that with every forward movement insti-

power and scope of federated women.
